Last Sunday was devoted to a dis- 
course and patriotic addresses at the

men and materials, have eea^ 
tered their efforts, waating the 
lives of tiirir men and squander- 
ing their resources through piece- 
meal and ^ haphazard ventures, 
ill-timed and unrelated. France 
and England undoubtedly are co- 
operating better now than at 
first; but German successes in 
the main have been due to the 
fact that the Allies were merely 
fighting here and there, while 
the Germane wen making war. 
From the very beginning, the 
United Statsihaa besn leodyto 
subordinate its naval and milita- 
ry effortaltoany form of higiwr 
strategy iwondsing results 
through cooperation . — From

History Of Amendment. 

The Constitutional amendment 
passed by the 1916 General Assembly, 
authorising the purchase of the tele- 
phoee lines, passed the Senate with 
only one dissenting vote and encount- 
ered no opposition whatever in the 
House.

the result that every telephone user 
in each of these cities is in direct 
communicatlae with everjr other enb- 
scribtf. 

Burden In Kentncky. 

In Kentucky, in the early stages of 
the derdopment of the telephone busi- 
ness, numerous small companies 
were organised. They did not con- 
nect, dlCaf«Bt Uada jtt 
were used and the standard of 
tenance was not unirersal. wUdl

''1%eRev,Dr. Fewell Dwight 
Hillis delivered in Plymouth 
Cboreh, BrooUyn, yesterday the 
firat of a fleries of tix Miinoiw 
OD**The GHmet^ and Atarodtes 
of Gennifny." Dr. Hois has 
just returned from an extended 
tour of the .£un>psah battle 
fronts. 

The clergyman told of many 
barbarous acts with which the 
public is familiar, and then said 
that in company with others he 
had made a tour of Eastern 
France, armed with photographs 
and affidavits. 

"In Gerbeuiller, standing be- 
side their jf?raves, I studied the 
photograps of the bodies, of fif- 
tara old men whom the Gormans 
had Kiied up and shot beeanse 
there were no yoanff sotdmrs to 
ldU,"heBaid. "I heard the de- 
tailed story of a woman 5)iose 
boy pi fourteen, beiac nearest 
the age of a soldier, was first 
hung to a pear tree in the gar- 
den, and when she cut thp rope 
they poured petrol on him and 
set lire to him. While he stag- 
gered about like a flaming torch 
they shrieked with iaughther." 

Dr. Hillis told how the Ger- 
mans had driven 275 women and 
children into a church tower of 
wliieh they mounted a madiine 
gun, knowing that if the FVeneh 
attacked them they Wouk) kill 
their own Idh. After several 
days' l^ongerthebeleafiired peo- 
ple got word to the French that 
they preferredldeath to the in 
dignities they were suffering 
and asked that the church be at 
tacked. In taking the place the 
French killed twenty of their 
own wives and children. 

The pastor pointed to a pile of 
documents before him and said 
they were the records of more 
than 1,000 atrocites. He also 
had, he said, letters taken from 
the bodies of German soldiers 
bearing out the sUNriea trf rapine 
and whdesale murder rdated by 
tiie Fraidlaad not at first be- 
lieved by the w«jrld at large. 
Onci of these letters said: 

**In Vendre aU the inhabitants 
without ezoeptimi were broug)^ 
out and shot. Tbis ahooting was 
heart-breaking, as they knelt 
down and prayed. It is real 
sport, yet it was really terrible 
lo watch. At Haecht I saw the 
dead body of a young girl nailed 

to the outside of a pottage by 
r hmds. She was about four- 
teen or sixteen years old." 



and treason ever planned by any 
country against another with 
which it is not at war. 

Under the guise of friendship, 
and the pnyteetioa whieh our 
iieutQdity, under the meet pn>>

Let "no peace with autocracy" 
be the slogan— no peace until the 
Government that is without hon- 
or or without scfuple is crushed 
and powerless for generations to 
repeat the wrongs it committed

He does not know 
wh«e to find the party to whom 
he sold his crop, and he dare not 
dig and market them, as he has 
contracted not to do sn, and the 
spuds must lie in the ground and 
go to waste, and all the /rower 
has to show for his labor, is the 
small deposit made at the time of 
signing the contract. 

The swindle has been so thor- 
oughly exposed that it is not 
likely that any of these schemers 
will attempt to huy crops in thia 
vicinity, Irat If they do, give^ 
them a good swift lock in the
